MILLS MURDER CLEW 
NETS BETHESDA MAN 
IN MYSTERY SLAYING 


S. T. Robertson Taken on 
Charge of Shooting 
Maryland Farmer. 


TYPEWRITTEN NOTE 
AND BULLET TRACED 


Pistol Confiscated by Police 
After Recent Altercation 
Linked With Old Case. 


Samuel T. Robertson, 38 years old, 
a carpenter of Bethesda, Md., was | 
lodged in the Rockville jail last night, 
charged with the murder of Edward L. 
Mills, who was shot to death on his 
farm at Hunting Hill, Md., at sunrise 
on July 7, 1927. 

Robertson was arrested at his home 
in Bethesda Monday, as the culmination 
ot an investigation which has con- 
‘tinued Since the finding of the body 
of the farmer, and which, although it 
frequently ran into blank walls, has 
been pursued relentlessly by authori- 
ties of Montgomery County and of 
Baltimore. 

Habeas corpus proceedings to obtain 
the release of Robertson have been in- 
stituted by his wife, and a hearing will 
be conducted this morning in the Cir- 
‘cuit Court at Rockville. Robertson has 
‘been held incommunicado since his ar- 
yest Monday, and Mrs. Robertson's ef- 

’ forts to obtain his release have resulted 
in the issuance of a court order requir- 
fing the authorities to show cause why 
her husband ts being detained. 


Trace Guns and Typewriter. 


Arrest of Robertson followed the run- 
ming down by Baltimore and county 
authorities of clews which were devel- 
oped last month, and which center 
around two revolvers and a typewriter. 
A typewritten note was found on Mills’ 
body, in which the murderer declared 

that he was avenging an attack made 
cn @ married woman by Mills. A type- 
writer of the same make as that on 
which the note was written was found 
in Robertson’s home at the time of his 
arrest, the authorities state. 

According to Robert Peter, jr., State’s 
attorney for Montgomery County, inves- 
tigation of Robertson started following 
a story told the authorities by Wilson 
Trout, who lives near Potomac, Md. 

Trout, Peter says, told the police that 
while he was engaged in an altercation 
with Robertson in his, Trout’s home, 
on March 11, an automatic pistol was 
drawn. Following the report, Robert- 
son delivered a pistol to the police at 
‘Bethesda, and said that he obtained it 
from Trout. Under questioning, Rob- 

" ertson, Peter says, admitted that he too 
had an automatic pistol, and this also 
‘was turned over to the police. 


Gives Lead to Murder Charge. 


Tests of the two pistols, according to 
(Peter, showed a similarity between 
cartridges and bullets fired from them, 
and the bullets which killed Mills and 
‘the cartridges which were found near 
his body. 

Peter asserted that on the basis of 
the inventigation of the pistol marks a 
warrant for Robertson, charging him 
‘with the murder of Mills, was obtain- 
ed and served. 

- Robertson, since his arrest, has per- 

eistely denied the charges, although he 

‘has been severely grilled not only by 

county authorities, but as well by 
. Baltimore city detectives. 

Following his arrest at his home, by 
Aiva T. Moxley, chief of police of Rock- 
ville, and several of his men, Robertson 
was taken to Baltimore, where he was 
‘held until last night. The typewriter 
found in his home, it is understood, 
‘was also taken to Baltimore, where ex- 
perts have compared its writing with 
that of the note found on the body of 
Mills.

Buildings Surviving the First 
Shocks in Macusani Are 
Later Shaken Down. 


MEXICO VILLAGES SUFFER 


Lima, April 17 (A.P.).—Late reports 
from Macusani declare that earth shocks 
are continuing there and that all build- 
ings that had remained standing after 
the first shocks have collapsed. The cor- 
respondent of El Comercio telegraphed 
this morning: 

“Seismic shocks of the greatest in- 
tensity continue in the districts of Itu- 
ata, Ayapata and Ollachea. The town of 
Ituata is in ruins and two children and 
a@ woman are dead and several persons 
injured. The inhabitants are panic 
stricken and have taken refuge in the 
chapel. 

“Informatien from Ayapata says that 
filtrations have been caused in the same 
region. Taipe has been destroyed, .This 
site is west of Ayapata. The ground 
opened up, forming nuge craters. 

“Advices from Ayllos, Coana and Ca- 
nol declare that abundant springs have 
appeared. From Esquilaya it is reported 
that 40 Indians working on the cocoa 
crop were buried by an avalanche. No 
confirmation of this report has been re- 
ceived, 

“Four dead are reported from Oila- 
chea. The San Gaban Mountain 1s iso- 
lated because roads are blocked with 
debris. Communication with Corani has 
been cut off and no information has 
been received from there.” 

Mexico City, April 17 (A.P.).—Press 
dispatches today said several towns in 
the state of Oaxaca werd believed to 
have been destroyed in the earthquake 
which rocked Southern Mexico last 
night. No casualties \vere reported. The 
shocks were most violent in a large 
zone in Oaxaca, and many buildings 
collapsed in Oaxaca City. Others were 
so severely shaken that their collapse 
was threatened. These included the 
government house. 

Most of the buiidings in Pinotepa and 
Textepec were damaged. A sound likea 
cannon shot was heard from a nearby 
hilla t Textepec before the earthquake. 

The shocks were strong at Vera Cruz 
and buildings all over the city rocked 
The population was greatly alarmed, 
but the property damage was believed 
to be small.

the St. Lawrence in the morning. The 
skies did not clear until afternoon, per- 
mitting Schiller to fly the transatlantic 
flight hero one step nearer this out- 
post. 

But the delayed start made it neces- 
sary for the fliers to make a landing 
at Seven Islands, about 275 miles from 
this place. A wireless message received 
by the transcontinental airways to- 
night from Schiller stated that he 
would bring Maj. Fitmaurice to Lake 
St, Agnes tomorrow morning.

Benton, Ill., April 17 (A.P.).—Ten 
minutes of deliberation by a Circuit 
Court jury today served to blast the 
lest hope of Charley Birger, condemned 
coal belt gang leader, of escaping the 
gallows through an insanity plea. 
Birger is under sentence of death for 
the murder of Mayor Joe Adams, of 
West City, Ill. The jury, after a hear- 
ing lasting one day, found him sane, 

Immediately after the reading of the 
jury’s verdict by Judge Miller, the de- 
fense attorney, Sigmund Bass. of St 
Louis, C. B. Teague and Robert E£. 
Smith, of Benton, conferred and de- 
cided that it would be useless to try 
and delay the hanging further. 

“It is the judgment of the court,” 
Circuit Judge Charles Miller said, “that 
Charles Birger be pronounced a sane 
man. It is the further judgment of 
this court that Charles Birger be hanged 
sometime between sunrise and sunset 
Thursday, April 19.” 

Birger appearec unmoved at the 
court’s words. _He apparently had wux- 
pected the decision and his expression 
of cynical contempt appeared un-

Use of Portables and Lack of | 


Playground Space Give

_ Representatives from _ practically 
every citizens’ association, parent- 
teacher group and civic organization in 
Washington last night met in open

Education and public school officials 
at the Franklin School to discuss school 
needs for the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1930. 

Resolutions adopted called on the 
Board of Education to ask Congress to 
appropriate more than $8,000,000 stil! 
required to complete the five-year 
school building program which ends 
next year, and to urge Congress for a 
renewal of a school-building program 
for another five years. : 

More than 50 citizense made general 
demands on members of the Board of 
Education and school officials for ad- 
ditional classroom and playground 
facilities in ecah of the thirteen school 
divisions. 

Freq S. Walker, president of the Park 
View Citizens Association, in urging an 
appropriation for a sixteen-room addi- 
tion to the Park View School, declared 
more than 1,100 pupils were being 
“Jammed” together in the present six- 
teen-room structure and four wooden 
portables. Mr. Walker declared the 
students attending this school are 
forced to attend on a part-time basis 
until they are halfway through the 
eight-year course. 


Demands Playground Space. 


Declaring the appeal of citizens of 
the Stanton Park section of Northeast 
Washington for additional playground 
Space has remained unanswered for 
several years, A. H. Gregory, represent- 
ing the Stanton Park Citizens Assocla- 
tion, urged school officials to build a 
roof garden on the Carberry School in 
order to provide the students with pro- 
tection from automobile accidents and 
more play space.

Hoffman is alleged to have become 
frightened when Miss Lehman went 
into convulsions and broke her neck 
so as it would appear to have been 
broken by accident during an “ad- 
justment.” After Mrs. Monroe was 
brought back to Washington from New 
Jersey the body of Miss Lehman was 
exhumed and a second autopsy per- 
formed. Prior to the exhumation it 
was not thought that Hoffman had 
actually performed an illegal operation 
but when a report of the autopsy was 
presented to Mr. Rover and presented 
to the grand jury the indictment 
charging him with performing such an 
operation was returned.

Mme. Mero Pleases in Chopin 
Numbers; Miss Lashanska 
Shows' Finish. 


TONE DISPLAY EXCELLENT 


A distinguished :udience at the con- 
cert for the benefit of All Hallows 
Guild, the garden guild of Washington 
Cathedral, at the Mayflower Hotel yes- 
terday afternoon, heard two: unusual 
artists in Hulda Lashanska, soprano, 
and Mme. Yolande Mero, famous Hun- 
garian pianist, in a beautifully planr-1 
program. 

Mme. Mero demonstrated her com- 
plete mastery of her instrument, Her 
tone was mellow, round and of amazing 
volume for a worran, and her legato, 
singing tone and phrasing has not been 
surpassed by any planist heard here 
this season. Her gifts of interpretation 
are of high order, and her technic rarely 
impeccable. In addition she has the 
ability to portray emotional change by 
subtle tricks of tempo aad planissimo 
effects which are enchanting. 

Her first group included a trio of 
Chopin compositions by no means 
hackneyed and therefore refreshing !n 
their novelty. In the variatious op. 12, 
by Chopin, with which her portion of 
the program opened, there was ample 
opportunity for the display of*pianistic 
pyrotechnics, of which she tooh full 
and charming advantage. “The Lar- 
ghetto,” by the same composer, which 
followed, revealed another facet of her 
genius, while brilllancy and clarity of 


itone coloring made notable her playing 


of the famous “Scherzo” in C sharp, by 
the great Polish master of music. 

Tenderness and beauty of tone pro- 
duction predominated in her second 
group with two lovely selections from 
Debussy and the same number by Liszt, 
including the unforgettable “Liebe- 
straum.” which must be played ex- 
quisitely or it is utterly ruined, a test 
which Mme. Mero passed with flying 
colors yesterday. 

Mme. Lashanska proved a happy 6e- 
lection as the vocalist of the afternoon.

DENIED THAT SINCLAIR 
PAID MONEY ON RANCH 


Document Written on Same 
Typewriter as Letter From 
Fall to Committee. 


(Associated Press.) 

Testimony that a memorandum 
which mysteriously found its way into 
the records of the Senate Teapot Dome 
committee four years ago, the discovery 
of which created a stir, probably was 
prepared by Albert B. Fall, was given 
yesterday by his son-in-law, Clarence 
C. Chase, of El Paso, at the reopening 
of the Senate oil inquiry. 

The memorandum asserts that the 
former Interior Secretary never received 
a dollar from Harry F. Sinclair in con- 
nection with the enlargement of his 
New Mexico ranch holdings. Chase’s 
testimony was regarded by the Senate 
investigators as of high importance in 
view of Fall’s present claim that the 
wealthy oil operator paid him $233.000 
in Liberty bonds in consideration of a 
third interest » those holdings. 

After the hearing had been adjourned 
until today experts in the employ of 
the committee compared the original 
copy of the memorandum with the 
original of the letter Fall wrote the 
committee from New York City on De- 
cember 13, 1923, and they concluded 
that the two documents had been pre- 
pared on the same typewriter and by 
the same stenographer. 


Document Is Unsigned. 


This angle of the inquiry will be fol- 
lowed, Chairman Nye announced, in an 
effort to determine definitedly whether 
Fall did dictate the memorandum and 
just how it reached the committee files 
The document is unsigned and at the 
time of its discovery by Senator Walsh

Secrecy Enjoined by Navy. 


Robison’s testimony covered the 
period from his appointment as en- 
gineer in chief of the Navy in 1921. 
In that year, he said, he had commtuni- 
cated to Fall the necessity of keeping 
national defense plans secret and tes- 
tifled that the Interior Secretary said 
he would do so. 

A large man, Robison, at frequent 
junctures leaned forward and clenched 
his hands as he described why he 
wanted the Teapot lease to go to a 
company which was large enough to 
carry out a contract to construct a pipe 
line connecting Teapot with east mar- 
kets and to construct storage tanks. A 
company that would do this, he said, 
would have to take its payment in 
royalty oil, which the advocate general 
of the Navy had held was legal. In 
addition, he said, he wanted to exchange 
the royalty oil at the wells for fuel oi) 
and other refined products at seaports 
for naval use.

BEWARE THE VETO. 


Debate on the flood-control bill has be- 
gun in the House. Simultaneously Presi- 
dent Coolidge is said to have suggested 
that a thorough inquiry be made into the 
question whether private interests are 
hot scheduled to reap enormous profits 
from the bill as it has been reported to 
the House. 

The House discussion ought to bring 
out all the facts. The Senate did not dis- 
cuss the bill at all; but it is a different 
bill as it now stands. Evidently, if flood- 
control legislation of the proper sort is to 
be enacted, the House must do the work 
in licking the bill into shape. The Senate 

is neglecting its duty as a legislative body 
and is wasting time in politics. There are 
too many Presidential candidates in the 
Senate to permit of the transaction of any 
public business before giving it a political: 
twist. 

Jf the flood-control bill contains provi- 
sions whereby private interests can make 
millions at the public expense, it is up to 
the House to amend the bill. It will be 
vetoed otherwise, and the country will 
approve of the veto, notwithstanding the 
hardship that will fall temporarily upon 
the flood region. The country is in no 
‘mood for Treasury raids, either through 
farm relief or flood relief. President 
Coolidge has sounded the warning that 
Congress must call a halt. He has the 
country behind him when he sounds this 
warning. 

. A fair, honest and adequate measure 
for the protection of the lower Mississippi 
Valley can be passed by Congress. Plans 
for the building of reservoirs on tributary 
‘rivers can wait. Schemes whereby pri- 
vate land owners can unload upon the

Not only does it filter out the natural elec- 
tricity in the ether, or static, but also tnter- 
ference caused by power line leaks, elevator 
sputters, transformer discharge, and the like. 

The argument has been frequently ad- 
vanced that radio can not be brought to a 
state of perfect efficiency because a receiving 
set must pick up extraneous discharges. The 
wired wireless advocates have made much of 
this criticism. Yet if the Clark modulator 
works as well ag its sponsors claim, if It is 
foolproof and can be attached to any receiving 
Set, One of the greatest handicaps of radio 
will have been eliminated.

TAX REDUCTION AND POLITICS. 


Tax reduction bids fair to meet a politica) 
death at the present session of Congress. 


There are increasing signs that enemies of the 
administration intend to make certain that 
any revenue revision measure passed will be 
unacceptable to the President. The theory of the 
antiadministration strategy appears to be that 
the Republican party will be weakened if it 
fails to bring about some cut in the present 
schedule of taxation, 

The latest proposal sponsored by Senator 
Shipstead, of Minnesota, is evidently designed 
only as an embarrassment. A “rider” to the 
tax reduction bill providing for increased 
duties on farm products may attract consider- 
able Democratic and Progressive support, but 
it would not be approved by President Cool- 
idge. The tariff can not be considered in any 
such piecemeal fashion. The structure of 
tariff legislation is too complicated sand 
interdependent for any such procedure to be 
followed. Many members of Congress know 
this, but they are more intent upon making 
political capital than drafting legislation. 

Considered in the light of traditional Demo- 
cratic policy on tariff matters, there ought to 
be no support from the minority party’ for 
tariff revision upward. In this instance the 
Shipstead plan affords the Democrats the best 
opportunity they have yet seen to prevent 
sound tax reduction. The Progressives, more 
particularly in the Senate, have not been in- 
clined to support a tax cut. Their view. is 
that any surplus which may result from.the 
existing revenue laws should be applied to the 
debts. They may, however, be swung over to 
the Democratic theory of tax revision, declared 
unsound by the Treasury, in order to gain 
increased duties for agriculture. But, with 
‘the House safely Republican, it is not to be 
expected that the tariff will be revised as an 
incident to tax reduction. 


THE ADLINGTON PAMPHLETS, 


The excitemént caused a couple of weeks 
ago among collectors of rare books and buyers 
and sellers thereof by the rumor that the 
Adlington Pamphlets from the Portico Library 
in Manchester, England, are now in the open 
market, appears to have been a case of great 
cry and little wool. How the rumor started 
it is impossible to say. It probably sprang 
from a recent decision to have a complete 
catalogue of the collection made, and as that 
is a work that is likely to occupy the greater 
part of a year, it is plain that the rumor is 
at least premature. 

Had there been any foundation for the 
story of an impending sale, it would have 
justifiably set every collector and dealer agog, 
for the Adlington Pamphlets, as they are 
called, are among the greatest treasures of the 
Portico Library. They really form a collec- 
tion of books and pamphlets in 218 volumes, 
containing 1,568 separate publications, bound 
in half calf and vellum, and they came into 
the possession of the Portico at the sale of 
the library of Charles Legh, of Adlington, 


whence their name, 


The collection is one that mainly relates 
to eighteenth century life. It 1s specially rich 
in plays, and has first editions of some famous 
ones, like Home’s ‘‘Douglas,’’ Moore’s “The 
Gamester,’’ and Goldsmith’s “She Stoops to 
Conquer,” as well as a first edition of Gay’s 
Polly’? and a second edition of ‘“‘The Beggar's 
Opera.” There is, too, a first edition of Will- 
iam Collins’ “Odes.” There are also treated 
certhin subjects quite out of the ordinary, and 
these have quaint and sometimes very spicy 
titles. Some of these can not, with propriety, 
be here reproduced. -Among the more quot- 
able is an article dealing with ‘‘The virtues of 
cinnabar and musk against the bite of a mad 
dog.”” There is one extremely cynical but 
apparently heartfelt treatise, entitled “A 
cheap, sure, and ready guide to health, or a 
cure for the disease called the doctor, instruct- 
ing how to prevent being cheated and de- 
stroyed by the exactions and unmerciful usages 
of ignorant and oppressive physicians and 
“apothecaries.” | | ‘ 

It is evident that the Adlington Pamphlets 
contain curious and rare, as well as valuable 
and rare, prints-among their 1,568 publica- 
tions, 


ARCTIC BASEBALL WEATHER.

PASSING THE BUCK. 


Prohibition as a national issue appears to 
have few friends. The Socialist party has 
just refused by a vote of 73 to 20 to accept 
the orphan child. Norman Thomas, presi- 
dential nominee of his party, ventured the 
opinion that prohibition was ‘‘a Republican 
and Democratic mess.’’ This may be the 
opinion of the Socialist standard bearer, or 
it may be his method of trying to pass the 
buck. 

Democratic and Republican politicians would 
like to be as frank as Thomas and wish the 
issue off on the Socialist party. Certainly they 
are not at all eager to have it in their own 
ranks, They are doing their individual and 
collective best to ignore the prohibition ques- 
tion. Only one candidate so far, Gov. Ritchie, 
has taken a decided stand, The platform 
framers are having sleepless nights in their 
effort to hit upon the right number and kind 
of meaningless words to dodge the issue. An 
outburst such as the one that has just come 
from the National Republican Club, demand- 
ing that a definite stand bg taken, sends shivers 
down many a statesmanlike spine, 

The Socialist candidate, therefore, is wrong 
in classing prohibition as a “Republican and 
Democratic mess.’’ The leaders of those two 
parties are not going to have anything to do 
with the problem. They intend to be just as 
equivocal as the Socialists have been, and for 
a far better reason. They both have a chance 
to win. The Socialists have no excuse for 
dodging tho issue unless it is that straddling on 
the question has become so contagious that 
no politicilan can avoid the disease, 


ACCIDENTS IN INDUSTRY. 


Industrial accidents constitute the greatest 
present-day hazard to human health and life. 
Recognition of this fact early in the machine 
age led to the adoption of safety measures. 
That these have kept pace with the growth 
of machinery is evidenced by figures made 
public by industrial compensation authorities. 
Despite the fact that the use of machinery has 
increased tremendously in recent years, acci- 
dents to workers on machines have decreased 
over a five-year period. 

Another indication of the progress that has 
been made through the installation of safety 
devices and educational activities is the fact 
that the loss of time through accidents has 
been materially reduced. The record of new 
industries is proof of what happens generally. 
The introduction of new machinery Is followed 
in nearly all cases by a greater number of 
accidents. The adoption of safety devices and 
the experience of the workers cuts down the 
rate. Substantial reductions have been shown 
in all of the better established industries in 
those cases where permanent injury resulted, 
* A decided gain in the accident rate has been 
shown in only one industry. The activity in 
building during the last five ybars has been 
accompanied by a corresponding increase in 
the number of accidents in construction work. 
There has been an even greater increase in 
the number of injuries due to machines used 
in this industry. 
struction have been more than doubled, ma- 
chine accidents have increased nearly three 
times. This is due partly to the greater use of 


machinery and partly to the hew, and different | 


types of machines. 

The most helpful factor in the prevention 
of accidents has been the new viewpoint of 
both the workers and employers toward such 
happenings. Men working with machinery 
have come to realize that they must be con- 
stantly on guard when dealing with such tools, 
while the employers have long since learned 
the economic benefits of bringing the accident 
rate down to the minimum, This realization 
on both sides ought to do much toward still 
further reductions, 
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FOREIGNERS IN COASTWISE TRAFFIC, 


The Government has served notice upon 
foreign shipping lines that it will enforce to 
the limit the laws governing coastwise pas- 
senger transportation. Both the French and 
the Italian steamship lines have _ projects 
afoot looking toward carrying delegates and 
guests to the Shrine convention in Miami next 
month. Such traffic is reserved by Federal] 
law. to American-owned lines. 

Several weeks ago the American Steamship 
Owners Association called the attention of 
the Shipping Board to the contemplated eva- 
sion of Federal coastwise laws. The board, in 
turn, placed the matter in the hands of Vice 
Chairman Plummer, directing him to take 
such action as he deemed necessary to secure 
observance of the law. The French Line, it 
is said, has come to realize that the United 
States means business, and has canceled its 
plans. The Italian Line, however, which has 
advertised a voyage of the Presidente Wilson 
in‘ this trade, has not yet formally dropped 
its plans. 

The Government should enforce the coast- 
wise shipping laws stringently. J£nacted to 
protect American coastwise shipping, and to 
give it a monopoly of domestic traffic, there 
is no reason why outside interests should be 
permitted to step in to grab the ‘‘cream’’ 
traffic that will be created as the result of the 
Shrine convention. The law specifies that a 
fine of $200 may be collected from the operat- 
ing company for every passenger carried in 
coastwise traffic. Several years ago a Brit- 
ish steamer transported a number of pas- 
sengers from New York to Boston to attend a 
convention, advancing the plea that the voy- 
age actually was to end in Halifax, but the 
Government was able to prosecute and win 
its case, notwithstanding. With this prece- 
dent it should not be difficult to convince the 
Italian Line that transporting passengers in 
American coastal waters fs not worth while.

GONCERT OF 100 VOICES 
GIVEN TO HELP SCHOOL 


President Coolidge in Large 
Audience to Hear Hampton 
Institute Choir. 


$100,000 FUND IS SOUGHT 


——- 


In interest of a proposed new $100,- 
000 trades building for the National 
Training School for Women and Girls, 
at Lincoln Heights, the Hampton In- 
stitute Choir of 100 voices was pre- 
sented last night by the trustees of the 
local institution at the First Congrega- 
tional Church, before President Cool- 
ldge, various members of the President's 
Cabinet and members of the Diplomatic 
Circle, who were patrons and patron- 
esses of the occasion. 

An overflow audience greeted the 
singers, who were led by the young 
negro composer, Nathaniel Dett, direc- 
tor of music at Hampton. The program 
included sacred songs of the early 
church, Russian liturgical anthems, re- 
ligious compositions by American com- 
posers, negro spirituals and the negro 
idiom in motets and anthems, including 
“Son of Mary” and “Listen to the 
Lambs,” folk songs and fragrhents of 
songs, the most popular of the Dett 
compositions. 

“Ave Maria” (Arcadelt), 
Streams of Babylon” (Campion), “In 
Heavenly Love” (Laurentii) and “Now 
Christ Is Risen,” exemplified the pecu- 
liarities of church music of the six- 
teenth century. Examples of charac- 
teristic Russian tendencies were epito- 
mized in the liturgies, "Hymn to the 
Trinity” (Tschaikowski), “We Praise 
Thee” (Shvedof) and “Lord, Our God, 
Have Mercy” (Lvosky). American com- 
positions rendered were “Saviour, Hear 
Us When We Pray” (Strickland) and 
“Fierce Was the Wild Billow” (Noble). 

“Deep River” (Burleigh) and “As 
Children, Walk Ye In God's Love” (Dett), 
were followed by five choruses based 
upon negro folk themes. The baryténe 
solo in “Don't Be Weary, Traveler,” 
was sung by E. Reginald Swain, and 
the incidental soprano and alto solos 
by Dorothy Mainor and Gertrude Mar- 
tin.

A girl who is living 
in a small apartment would need less 
than a girl living in a moderate sized 
house. The scale of housekeeping in 
each case would be different and would 
make different things necessary. 

If my child were marrying a young 
man with a small income and meant to 
take a small apartment with one or two 
servants I should give her six sheets 
for each bed, that is, twelve linen sheets 
and (supposing one servant) six cotton. 
Six bolster cases for each bed; that is 
twelve linen and six cotton, and the 
same number of pillowcases. She 
would need a pair of blankets for sum- 
mer and a pair for winter for each bed. 
Two coverlets, (bed-spreads, according 
to common usuage) for each; a down 
comforter for each. Six face towels per 
person, six ordinary towels, six bath 
towels, two bath mats. For the kitchen, 
four roller towels, six glass, six house- 
maid’s, six dish towels, six floor cloths, 
six pot cloths. For the dining-room, 
at least two sets of lace doilies, 
in case she did not use. table 
cloths; if she did, four lunch cloths, 
four dinner cloths, and eighteen nap- 
kins for each four.

It isn’t every actor who remains in 
harness 60 years or so. Nor are there 
many who, attaining the age of 74 or 
thereabouts, are capable of playing 
Hemlet. Yet Mr. Robert Mantell, with 
half a century of theater behind him, 
stepped out last night on the stage of 
the Belasco in one of the most exactiny 
roles written by Shakespeare. Old tim- 
érs marvel at the tenacity of Mr. Man- 
tell, and particularly “ave over his won- 
derful speaking voice. It is a heritage 
of his early training in the theater, 
when he was one of the finest leading 
men who ever stepped on the board. 
One of his admirers last night recalled 
seeing him in his palmiest days, when 
he played leads with Fanny Davenport. 
And it is a tribute to the old stager to 
say that even now his voice has all the 
sweetness and flexibility of youth. 

There is probably no man on the 
stage, with the possible exception of 
Walter Hampden and E. H. Sothern, 
who can control the stage whisper as 
does Robert Mantell. In this respect he 
is a lesson to younger aspirants for 
stage honors who sometimes speak s0 
they can not be heard past the first 
four rows. Miss Genevieve Hamper 
played Ophelia last night to Mr. Man- 
tell’s Hamlet. Tonight the troupe has 
scheduled “As rou Like It.” 


Typographical errors will crop up in 
even the best regulated newspapers.

When Fred Stone and his daughter 
Dorothy were playing at the National 
in “Cries Cross,’”’ one of the delights of 
the performance was the singing of 
Miss Lucy Monroe. In heralding her 
triumph the name appeared as Lucy 
Morgan, somewhat in the fashion as a 
death notice not long ago carried the 
fact that a very prominent person left 
three sins: William, George and John. 

Anyway, John D. Rhodes, one of the 
Official reporters down at the Senate, 
has been good enough to furnish this 
department with a sketch of Miss Mon- 
roe’s career. “She is,”" he writes, “‘the 
daughter of Mrs. Anne L. Monroe, who 
was leading lady with Montgomery and 
Stone back when that team was in its 
heyday. She was then Anna Laughlin, 
and if you remember the shows in 
which those clever entertainers ap- 

ared, ‘The Wizard of Oz,’ and other 
avorites, you must remember Miss 
Laughlin, who was a strong favorite 
herself. I have known Lucy Monroe 
since she was a little child, and she 
will reach the very front if she stays 
on the stage. She has personality, a 
good voice, and is wrapped up in her 
work, as I am sure you will agree. She 
had a real thrill out of her visit to 
Washington, particularly from her call 
on the President. Her mother tells me 
that two nights after the show she 
‘relaxed’ by sitting ap and reading the 
Constitution and the Declaration of 
Independence, as tke originals are 
here, and all features of the Govern- 
ment gripped her.” As Miss Monroe 
was impressed with Washington, so 
Washington was impressed with Lucy 
Monroe, There is no doubt she has a 
great “areer ahead of her in the Amer- 
ican theater. 


Edith Barrett, leading woman with 
Walter Hampden in his play, “Capon- 
sacchi,” a dramatigation of Robert 
Browning’s “The Ring and the Book,” 
is the granddaughter of one of Ameri- 
ca’s most renowned actors of the last 


generation — Lawrence Barrett Just | 
turning 19 years of age, Miss Barrett | 
came by her present role legitimately, 
for she has been in Mr. Hampden’'s com- | 
pany since she was 15 years old and | 


trained by him to follow the classical | 
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paths walked by her illustrious grand- 
father. “From such a trunk what would 
you expect but a goodly shoot?” asks 
Wallace Munro, announcing the Hamp- 
den engagement at the Belasco the week 
of April 30. 

Miss Barrett’s first part with Mr. 
Hampden was that of a flower girl in 
his original production of “Cyrano de 
Bergerac.” In his next production, 
“Othello,” she “walked on,” but also un- 
derstudied Desdemona. The following 
season she spoke the prologue in the 
play scene in “Hamlet” with Mr, Hamp- 
den and Ethel Barrymore and also un- 
derstudied ,the latter in Ophelia. As 
near as she came to playing Ophelia, 
however, was to be the corpse lowered 
into the grave, as Miss Barrymore did 
not dare to play Ophelia dead. 

In “The Merchant of Venice,” the 
next production made by Mr. Hamp- 
den, Miss Barrett got her first real 
chance when she was cast as Shylock’s 
daughter, Jessica, a role she played with 
distinction and charm. “Cyrano,” re- 
vived in the spring, she went back to 
her original small part, but when Mr. 
Hampden. put on “The Servant in the 
House” she had a real leading role in 
Mary, the daughter of the Drainman. 
In “The Immortal Thief,” which fol- 
lowed, Miss Barrett had a small but 
important part, but when it came to 
“Caponsacchi,” Mr. Hampden decided 
that this girl was ideally fitted in ap- 
pearance, temperament, and training 
to play the exacting role of the young 
wife who was so cruelly mistreated by 
her husband and so romantically saved 
by the warrior priest of Arezzo. ‘

fered a fractured skull and died in the 
hospital here two hours later. 

Bourassa, contract rider for the Sea- 
gram Stable and one of the foremost 
jockeys on the American turf, was 
exercising Julia H on the track 
when the accident occurred at the hait- 
mile pole, catapulting the jockey head 
foremost against the inside rail. He 
Was taken to the Havre de Grace Hos- 
pital, where he expired before his wite, 
rushing from Baltimore, could reach 
his side. 

The body of the little French-Cana- 
dian rider, who became a sensation dur- 
ing the 1926 season, was taken to his 
Montreal home late this afternoon. 


Many important turf fixtures are 
numbered amonz Bourassa’s con- 
quests, notably the Pimlico Fu- 
turity in 1926, when he won with 
the Foxeatcher Farm's 2-year-old, 
Fair Star, and the Coffroth Handi- 
cap last year when he piloted the 
Seagram Stable’s Sir Harry to vic- 
tory. 


Despite his small size, Bourassa was 
a prime favorite with racegoers on Can- 
adian and American tracks and has 
been the contract rider for the Can- 
adian owned Seagram Stable since 
1925. He was known as a great stretch 
rider and numbers many stirring fin- 
ishes to his credit. Bourassa had sev- 
eral mounts during the recent Bowie 
meeting.

The entire rescue :novement goes for- 
ward as if in a blinding and bewilder- 
ing fog, in view of the fact that in the 
hour of the greatest usefulness the en- 
tire system of land wire and radio com- 
munication in the territories to the 

northeast of Canada proper and along 
the north shore of the St. Lawrence have 
practically failed. 

No report has been received here to- 
night telling what progress was made 
by Vachon’s plane. The weather 
throughout the entire St. Lawrence Val- 
ley remains unsettled.and at any mo- 
ment seems likely to completely tie up 
the entire rescue movement. 

Some doubt wes expressed here today 
that Vachon would be successful in per- 
suading the two German members of 
the Bremen crew to depart immediately 
fiom Greenly Island, which would mean 
leaving their Junkers ship behind them. 
This, it is believed, would be contrary to 
the plan which is bringing Maj. Fitz- 
maurice here as a passenger in Schiller’s 
place. The Irish filers purpose in so 
coming is to select the material needed 
for the immediate repair of the Bremen, 
the supposed plan being that as soon as 
Maj. Fitzmaurice obtains the needed 
parts he will return at once with them 
to Greeniy Island.

In addition to likelihood of improved 
moisture in the Southwest and West, 
where there have been serious com- 
plaints about prolonged dry weather, 
the fact that the wheat market had 
scored advances of 13 and 14 cents since 
last Wednesday did a 
duce active speculative selling. 
ground was taken that such gains In 
prices were more than enough to dis- 
count all unfavorable aspects of the 
domestic crop situation at present. 
Moreover, Liverpool wheat quotations 
displayed unexpected weakness, and 
there was much back-spreading here be- 
tween corn and wheat. with corn being 
bought against sales of wheat. 

Crumbling of ouiside support which 
of late had been forthcoming from 
constant new buying was a further 
bearish factor today in regard to wheat, 
and so likewise was an estimate that 
only 250,000 bushels of wheat from 
North America had been taken for ship- 
ment to Europe. On the other hand, 
No 2 red winter sold at $2 a bushel. 
Both here and in St. Louis, 45 cents 
over Chicago Mav. High winds, : too. 
were again reported in parts of Ne- 
braska, Kansas and Oklahoma, and ad- 
vices were at hand that in Nebraska 
from Hastings and Lincoln to Omaha 
wheat had made no material top growth 
for a month. 

In the corn market, upturnms were 
ascribed mostly to undoing of spreads 
against sales of wheat.

‘$30,000 STORE THEFTS 
~—BARED BY INDICTMENT 


H. A. Lessner, Former Mana- 
ger, Charged With Larceny 
and Embezzlement. 


WILL SURRENDER TODAY 


Harry H. Lessner, former department 
manager of the Parker Bridget Co. 
store, Ninth street and Pennsylvania 
avenue northwest, was indicted yester- 
day by the grand jury on charges of 
grand larceny and embezzlement of ap- 
proximately $30,000 in men’s wearing 
apparel from the store. 

Arrangements for the surrender of 
Lessner today have been made through 
his attorney, Abner Segal, police de- 
clared. Although the indictment dates 
back to last October, police say they 
have been informed that Lessner has 
been .conducting the alleged larceny 
and embezzlement during the last seven 
years. 

Lessner has not worked at the store 
since last February. A few weeks prior 
to his abrupt departure from the 
store’s employ, police learned, employes 
complained to Frank Low, manager of 
the store, that certain sizes in men’s 
sults were not in stock, despite the fact 
that recent purchases of the sizes 
wanted had been made. Mr. Low ex- 
amined Lessner’s accounts and inven- 
tories and found them in order, but. 
police say, he became suspicious and 
called for a check-up of the stock in 
Lessner’s department. 

According to police, Lessner put off 
the check-ups as long as possible and 
then disappeared. Mr. Low, after 
thorough consideration of the case and 
consultation with the firm’s attorney, 
called in police about three” weeks ago. 

The police investigation was made by 
Lieut. Edward J. Kelly and Detective 
Sergt. Clement P. Fox, of the central 
office. The detectives located Isadore 
Chernikoff, a second-hand clothing 
dealer, of 516 Four-and-a-half street 
southwest, who admitted that he had 
been buying men’s wéaring apparel 
from Lessner for approximatély seven 
years. 

The second-hand man, who police 
Say acted in good faith, said that he 
bought more than 1,000 suits of clothes 
and hundreds of trousers and vests 
from Lessner. He told the detectives 
that Lessner would accompany him into 
the store during business hours, have 
him load large bags with clothing and 
then escort him from the store. Police 
believe these acts were to ward off 
suspicion. 

Lessner was never arrested. After his 
departure from the store’s employ, po- 
lice say, he is known to have been in 
New York City and several other East- 
ern cities, The police laid their results 
before the grand jury. 

The last known local address of Less- 
ner, according to police, is 1313 Quincy 
street northwest. He had been in the 
Parker Bridget Co., employ for the last 
ten years.

CHILD LABOR BILL 
LAID BEFORE SENATE 


District Committee Favorably 
Reports Measure; Carusi 
Urges Passage. 


The bill to provide Washington with 
a new child-labor law was favorably 
reported to the Senate yesterday by the 
Senate District committee. Jt had been 
held up for several weeks by Senator 
King (Democrat), of Utah, who con- 
tended that the present law was suffi- 
cient, and that. new legislation was un- 
necessary. 


Charles F. Carusl, president of the 
Board of Education, told the committee 
yesterday that the bill was needed to 
stop the exploitation of children by 
selfish parents. He said there were 
hundreds of ,cases where unscrupulous 
parents had lied about the age of their 
children in order to put them to work, 


The bill, which already has passed 
the House, raises the minimum age of 
child workers from 10 to 12, provides 
for a mandatory physical examination 
of children who want to work, and re- 
vises the system of issuing permits.
